3rd,  his  constant  references  to  the  battle  of  life,  in  which 
his  hearers  are  continually  reminded  of  the  eternal  conflict 
between  right  and  wrong  in  them,  and  around  them,  and 
of  their  duties,  powers  and  privileges  in  the  strife. 

Personally,  his  manners  are  affable,  he  is  genial  and  cor- 
dial with  all,  and  his  goodness  inspires  respect  and  confi- 
dence. He  fills  our  idea  of  the  Christian  gentleman. 

We  extend  to  him  a hearty  Christmas  greeting,  and  ex- 
press the  confident  hope  that  the  delightful  closing  of  this 
year  in  our  Church  life,  may  be  but  the  stepping  into  a new 
year  of  peace,  power  and  blessing  to  him  and  us.

In  response  to  a call  for  a meeting, 
signed  by  some  of  the  young  people  of 
the  church,  to  consider  the  advisabilty 
of  organizing  in  connection  with  the 
church,  an  association  oi  young  people 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  social, 
intellectual  and  moral  welfare  of  its 
members,  some  sixty  members  of  the 
Church  and  Sunday  School  responded 
and  assembled  in  the  church  .parlor  aft- 
er Sunday  School,  March  2nd,  1884. 

The  then  Pastor  of  the  church,  the 
Rev.  George  H.  Goodsell,  called  the 
meeting  to  order.  The  persons  who 
were  instrumental  in  issuing  the  call 
then  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  forming 
an  association  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned and  proceeded  to  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  Allen, 
Mr.  Edwin  L.  Coates  was  elected  Sec- 
retary pro  tern.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Goodsell,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Cooper  was 
elected  Chairman  pro  tern. 

It  was  then  moved  that  a meeting  be 
held  for  organization,  Monday  evening, 
March  3d,  1884,  at  8 o’clock,  in  the 
church  parlor,  which  was  adopted.

was  lost,”  (Luke  xix,  10);  “He  that 
believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting 
life  ; and  he  that  believeth  not  the  Son 
shall  not  see  life ; but  the  wrath  of  God 
abideth  on  him,”  (John  iii,  36);  “God 
commendeth  His  love  toward  us,  in 
that  while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ 
died  for  us,”  (Rom.  v,  8 ) ; “For  what 
the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was 
weak  through  the  flesh,  God,  sending 
His  own  Son  in  the  liknness  of  sinful 
flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in  the 
flesh,”  (Rom  viii,  3);  “Who  His  own 
self  bare  our  sins  in  His  own  body  on 
the  tree,”  ( 1 Pet.  ii,  21);  “And  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  His  Son,  clean- 
seth  us  from  all  sin,”(i  John  i,  7); 
“ These  things  have  I written  unto  you 
that  believe  on  the  name  of  the  Son  of 
God,  that  ye  may  know  that  ye  have 
eternal  life,”  (1  John  v,  13). 

Many  similar  passages  did  the  happy 
servant  read  from  his  Bible,  for  while 
he  knew  nothing  whatever  of  the  pop- 
ular literature  of  the  day,  as  Macaulay 
says  of  the  Puritans,  he  was  “ deeply 
read  in  the  oracles  of  God.”  He 
showed  clearly  and  conclusively  that 
we  are  not  saved  by  doing,  but  by  be- 
lieving, and  that  through  believing 
alone,  without  the  addition  of  feelings, 
resolutions  or  ecclesiastical  ordinances, 
we  have  a present  and  certain  salvation, 
of  which  we  are  assured  by  the  word 
that  liveth  and  abideth  forever.  The 
scriptures,  unlike  any  other  book,  con- 
tain living  words,  because  they  are  the 
words  of  the  living  God,  and  have  pre- 
cisely the  same  value  and  force  as  if 
they  had  just  proceeded  from  His 
mouth.  All  this  was  immediately 
blessed  to  the  gentleman  of  culture, 
and  master  and  servant  rejoiced  to- 
gether in  the  common  salvation. 

Upon  the  recovery  of  the  former,  he 
at  once  visited  an  intimate  friend,  an 
officer  in  the  “ Queen’s  Own,”  who  was 
also  led  to  trust  without  misgiving  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  who  has 
since  been  engaged  in  speaking  to  the 
common  public  in  theatres  and  public 
halls,  telling  them  out  of  the  fullness  of 
his  own  blessed  experience  of  One  who 
is  able  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost 
that  come  unto  God  by  Him.  Thus 
the  coachman,  giving  testimony  in  love 
for  Christ  and  for  souls,  unconsciously 
started  waves  of  influence  that  shall 
roll  on  and  on,  until  they  break  upon 
the  shores  of  eternity  in  melody  of 
praise  to  the  Lamb  that  sitteth  upon  the 
throne. 

Jesus  is  still  saying  to  every  one 
whom  He  has  delivered  from  the  power 
of  the  devil,  “ Go  home  to  thy  friends, 
and  tell  them  how  great  things  the  Lord 
hath  done  for  thee,  and  hath  had  com- 
pasion  on  thee,”  (Mark  v,  19.)  When 
all  “except  the  apostles,”  left  Jerusa- 
lem to  escape  persecution,  “ they  that 
were  scattered  abroad,  went  everywhere 
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preaching  the  word,”  (Acts,  viii,  x-4). 
Not  only  are  ministers  called  to  preach, 
but  “let  him  that  heareth,  say,  come,” 
(Rev.  xxii,  17).  May  the  Lord  keep 
us,  lest  our  “ minds  should  be  corrupted 
from  the  simplicity  that  is  in  Christ,” 
(2  Cor.  xi,  3).

The  wealth  of  meditation,  which  was 
so  much  his  own,  seems  now  the  better 
part  for  us,  and  yet  ’tis  fit  we  essay 
speech  lest  silence  seem  disparage- 
ment.

He  was  true  to  duty,  comrade  and 
cause;  as  needle  to  pole,  and  suffered 
naught  in  consciousness  of  wrong  to 
self,  compared  with  fear  that  others 
through  him  might  fail  or  suffer. 

Himself  the  soul  of  honor,  he  was 
slow  to  suspect  treachery  in  others,  but 
seldom  trusted  unwisely. 

In  all  his  struggles  with  adversity, 
events  and  conditions,  he  exemplified 
true  courage,  sublime  faith,  untarnished 
manhood  and  profound  forgetfulness  of 
self 

He  was  the  central  figure  in  events 
which  were  the  culmination  of  centur- 
ies, and  a master  in  results  which  will 
touch  the  hope  and  home  of  man  while 
freedom  lives  ; and  yet  he  survived  de- 
traction and  heard  the  world’s  bene- 
diction 

In  him  success  as  commander  was 
only  equaled  by  success  as  conqueror.

A beloved  brother  in  England 
vouches  for  the  truth  of  the  following 
touching  narrative : A gentleman  of 
wealth  and  high  social  position,  living 
in  the  suburb  of  London,  was  sud- 
denly stricken  down  by  a dangerous 
illness.

Then  seeing  a wishful 
look  on  the  face  of  the  eldest  daughter, 
she  added,  “ I have  begged  him  to  al- 
low me  to  send  for  our  clergyman,  but 
he  will  not  for  the  present  consent  to 
his  coming.”  Through  the  long  night 
the  faithful  wife  sat  by  the  bed-side, 
and  the  next  morning  finding  a decided 
change  for  the  better  in  the  condition 
of  her  idolized  husband,  she  again  ven- 
tured the  request  that  the  clergyman 
should  be  summoned.

was  lost,”  (Luke  xix,  io);  “He  that 
believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting 
life  ; and  he  that  believeth  not  the  Son 
shall  not  see  life ; but  the  wrath  of  God 
abideth  on  him,”  (John  iii,  36);  “God 
commendeth  His  love  toward  us,  in 
that  while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ 
died  for  us,”  (Rom.  v,  8);  “For  what 
the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was 
weak  through  the  flesh,  God,  sending 
His  own  Son  in  the  liknness  of  sinful 
flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in  the 
flesh,”  (Rom  viii,  3);  “Who  His  own 
self  bare  our  sins  in  His  own  body  on 
the  tree,”  ( 1 Pet.  ii,  21);  “And  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  His  Son,  clean- 
seth  us  from  all  sin,”  (1  John  i,  7); 
“ These  things  have  I written  unto  you 
that  believe  on  the  name  of  the  Son  of 
God,  that  ye  may  know  that  ye  have 
eternal  life,”  (1  John  v,  13). 

Many  similar  passages  did  the  happy 
servant  read  from  his  Bible,  for  while 
he  knew  nothing  whatever  of  the  pop- 
ular literature  of  the  day,  as  Macaulay 
says  of  the  Puritans,  he  was  “ deeply 
read  in  the  oracles  of  God.”  He 
showed  clearly  and  conclusively  that 
wre  are  not  saved  by  doing,  but  by  be- 
lieving, and  that  through  believing 
alone,  without  the  addition  of  feelings, 
resolutions  or  ecclesiastical  ordinances, 
we  have  a present  and  certain  salvation, 
of  which  we  are  assured  by  the  word 
that  liveth  and  abideth  forever.  The 
scriptures,  unlike  any  other  book,  con- 
tain living  words,  because  they  are  the 
words  of  the  living  God,  and  have  pre- 
cisely the  same  value  and  force  as  if 
they  had  just  proceeded  from  His 
mouth.  All  this  was  immediately 
blessed  to  the  gentleman  of  culture, 
and  master  and  servant  rejoiced  to- 
gether in  the  common  salvation. 

Upon  the  recovery  of  the  former,  he 
at  once  visited  an  intimate  friend,  an 
officer  in  the  “ Queen’s  Own,”  who  was 
also  led  to  trust  without  misgiving  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  who  has 
since  been  engaged  in  speaking  to  the 
common  public  in  theatres  and  public 
halls,  telling  them  out  of  the  fullness  of 
his  own  blessed  experience  of  One  who 
is  abie  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost 
that  come  unto  God  by  Him.  Thus 
the  coachman,  giving  testimony  in  love 
for  Christ  and  for  souls,  unconsciously 
started  waves  of  influence  that  shall 
roll  on  and  on,  until  they  break  upon 
the  shores  of  eternity  in  melody  of 
praise  to  the  Lamb  that  sitteth  upon  the 
throne. 

Jesus  is  still  saying  to  every  one 
whom  He  has  delivered  from  the  power 
of  the  devil,  “ Go  home  to  thy  friends, 
and  tell  them  how  great  things  the  Lord 
hath  done  for  thee,  and  hath  had  com- 
pasion  on  thee,”  (Mark  v,  19.)  When 
all  “except  the  apostles,”  left  Jerusa- 
lem to  escape  persecution,  “ they  that 
were  scattered  abroad,  went  everywhere

and persons,  at  one  dollar  per  day 
each,  for  eighteen  years.  Just  think, 
this  would  supply  30,000,000  people 
with  bibles.
